The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from: — 

(a)  A neighbouring  Local  Authority; 

(b)  A Private  Water  Company; 

(c)  and  to  69  houses  from  a Deep  Bore  Well  situate  on  a Private  Estate 

The  Water  supplied  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Private  Water 
Company  is  chlorinated,  as  is  also  that  on  the  Private  Estate. 

There  is  a degree  of  inadequate  Supply  of  Water  in  the  Parish  of 
Stillingfleet,  and  the  matter  is  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

The  question  of  extending  the  public  mains  to  certain  outlying  farms 
is  also  being  considered,  and  a scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation.

A Contract  has  been  let  for  the  necessary  improvements 
to  the  dw^ellings — 19  on  Site  No'.  5 (Riccali  Airfield),  com- 
prising the  lining  of  the  huts,  provision  of  wash  houses,  and 
the  weather-proofing  of  the  huts.  The  work  is4.n  progress. 

There  are  still  remaining  on  the  W.A.A.F.  Site  10  families, 
and  the  basic  sanitary  requirements,  i.e.,  water  supply  and 
remoival  of  refuse,  etc.,  are  provided  with  a view  to  pre- 
venting, as  far  as  ])ossible,  any  danger  tO'  public  health ; the 
work  being  carried  out  as  Agents  for  the  Ministry. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  Council  has  a scavenging  scheme  embracing  the  whole 
of  the  District,  carried  cut  by  its  own  staff,  and  the  work  is 
efficiently  ])erformed. 

1750  houses  in  the  area  are  on  the  Water  Carriage  system, 
and  1680  (apprO'X.)  are  ])rovided  with  Pail  Closets. 

Conversions. — 5 Couversions  to  Water  Closets  were  ob- 
tained during  the  year:  Riccali  5. 

A scheme  for  the  installation  of  adequate  sewage  works  in 
the  Parish  of  Elvingten  is  under  consideration,  and  is  being- 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Plealth. 

Other  parishes  are  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council. 


FOOD  SUPPLY. 


As  a result  in  the  change  in  the  legislation  made  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1938  and  1944,  and  its  becoming 
operative  on  October  1st,  1949,  viz..  The  Milk  and  Dailies 
Regulations,  1949,  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Pasteur- 
ised and  Sterilised  Milk  Regulation,  1949,  The  Milk  (Special 
Designation) Raw  Milk,  1949,  the  District  Council  is  respon- 
sible only  for  the  supervision  of  the  distribution  of  the  milk , 
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the  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  is 
responsible  for  the  supervision  of  milk  treatment,  i.e.,  pas- 
teurisation and  heat  treatment ; and  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the 
premises  and  the  methods  of  milk  production. 

There  are,  in  the  Rural  District,  44  persons  who  are  engaged 
in  retailing  milk. 

Pasteurised  Milk. — By  agreement  with  the  County  Council, 
16  samples  were  submitted  for  examination,  of  which  all 
proved  satisfactory. 

Raw  Milk. — 4 samples  were  examined,  all  proving  satis- 
factory. 

Ice  Cream. — There  is  one  producer  only  in  the  district,  and 
frequent  analysis  of  the  product  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Other  Foods. — The  following  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year:  Fruit,  133  lbs;  Fish,  28  lbs.;  Tomato  Soup,  40  lbs. 

Under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the  District 
Council  has  adopted  the  model  byelaws  providing  for  the 
supervision  of  the  conditions  under  which  food  is  handled 
and  the  legal  formularies  are  being  complied  with.
